CATHOLIC.—Now, Smith, don’t try to slip one over on me like that. 
You make me think of the rooster that appropriated the peacock’s feathers. | 
Government owners'» of public utilities was known and advocated before | 
your party ever came into existence and is no more Socialistic than eating 
or drinking.

SOCIALIST.—Do you mean to say that the Soctalist party does not 
stand for those measures I mentioned? 

What I wish to say and what I mean to 
insist on is this, that they are not distinctly Socialistic, that they are not 
Socialism. They are merely a bait to attract and inveigle the workmen into 
your party.

SOCIALIST.—And so it does! It stands for all those things. What 
ls there wrong in telling that to the workers? 

CATHOLIC.—Smith, let me tell you a story. A Protestant minister | 
was sent by a missionary society to a village in the Philippine Islands to | 
preach the “unadulterated gospel” to the poor benighted Catholic natives. 
The pastor of the parish had been killed in the revolution and, in conse 
quence, the people were without a shepherd. When the minister arrived 
in thelr midst they asked him what religion he professed. “I profess and | 
teach,” he answered, “the only true religion—the religion of Jesus Christ. | 
[ teach that there is one God, the Creator of the universe. I teach all that 
is contained in the Holy Bible, the ten commandments, just those things, 
as you see, which you believe.” The simple unsuspecting people, anxious 
to obtain the ministrations of a priest, were led to believe that the preacher | 
was of their own faith. They took him in, put the church and parsonage 
at his disposal and flocked together from all sides to hear the word of God. 
At first, the minister dwelt only on the doctrines common to Catholics and 
Protestants, but gradually he poisoned the hearts and minds of his hearers 
with Protestant prejadices, and succeeded so well that the majority were 
lost completely to.the old faith. Smith, tell me candidly, what do you 
think of such tactics? 

SOCIALIST.—Why, that minister was a wolf in sheep’s Elothes. I 
condemn those tactics absolutely. 

CATHOLIC.—Well, my good man, I’m afraid you'll) have to condemn 
a large number of your comrades; you'll have to condemn yourself. Con- 
sclously or unconsciously, you Socialists employ the very same, frequently 
much worse, tactics. You hold back from the unsuspecting inquirer every | 
feature of your system that might shock his Christian sense of justice and 
morality and make him believe that Socialism means certain reform 
measures which are not distinctly Socialistic, which your party in Germany 
for a long time opposed with tooth and nail. And when you finally sieceed 
In trapping your victim, by fair means or foul, you inoculate him with the | 
poison of discontent, infidelity and hatred of religion. And when the poison | 
has taken effect, he is ready, to be instructed in the real meaning of 
Socialism. Smith, I've seen this done hundreds of times.

southern neighbor—Mexieo. The two pictures of the practical workings of 
the two schools were presented in a recent lasue of the “La Gaceta de 
Guadelarara” an influential Mexican paper, and the translation is by G. B. 


Winton: 


NOLL. The editor of the paper you refer to is a renegade Catholic, but 
after letting him tell his story, we shall enlighten you a bit on our “Southern 
neighbor.” 

SHOFFNER, “Let us consider the influence of the American school. We 
wish that the authorities of our own state and municipal schools might pay 
some attention to this, for the period spent by our children im the school 
is @ time that ought to have tremendous influence on them in changing their 
custome and thelr manner of life, gradually raising the level of the lowest 
Class and giving the children customs and ideals of life which they never 
afterwards lose. Are our public schools doing anything to train the children 


in regard to these things? We they are not. They instruct them a 
great deal, but train them but | Here are children of the poorer 
classes, eight years old, who already know by memory a lot of geography, 


showing no desire whatever of appearing better or living in a more 
manner. 

“What are the leaders of our school thinking about, that they do not 
see the transcendent importance of the proper training of the children? If 
our people are to be educated in books only, to dress still In sandals, cotton 
clothes and petate hats, what national progrese will that result in? Often 
the Mexican teacher is a mere machine. He gives the children their in- 
struction according to the schedule of studies, but he has no initiative. It 
does not occur to him that it is his business also to train them In matters of 
‘conduct. He does not communicate to them any sense of good taste, of 
happiness, of social advancement, of habits of politeness. Unfortunately, 
this is because the teachers themselves are too often deficient tn these 
things. 

“But see now what happens in those schools that have been founded in 
Mexico by the Americans—schools that in a very large proportion of casos 
are kept up by Protestant churches. They, too, educate the children of the 
very poorest families, but they not only teach them the things of the books: 
they give them also entertainments, concerts, allegorical sketches and other 
forms of amusement. The teachers make little cakes and candy which they 
give to the children, and they are careful to instruct them as to conduct and 
manner of dressing. The result is that we see little giris in these schools 
that only yesterday were ugly and in rags, now with shining faces, well- 
made clothes kept perfectly clean, their hair combed, weerlng a white walst 
and bit of ribbon, and with manners that are enchantingly agreeable. 

“There is something new in these children, something that suggests the 
touch of an invisible but delicate hand, which has worked to fashion them 
Into ways of civilization and give them a new and unexpected attractiveness. 
The aspect, the manners, the hopes, the life of these little girls, daughters 
as they are of poverty, ls different from what it was. They will not go out 
into life to be makers of tortillas or kitchen servants only, but rather to work 
in some clean factory or wait on people from behind «he counter of a store. 

“And all that may be said of these little girle may be said with equal 
truth of the boys, who are educated in the American schools. They have 
ceased to be the sharp little monkeys of the Mexican schools, sprightly but 
astonishingly filthy, and they become handeome little fellows, well dressed 
and clean, who speak PMnelish and intend to live and dress tn a different 
manner from that of their fathers. 

“Such, we insist, is the influence of education as carried on in schools 
conducted by Americans,—a manner of education unfortunately totally un- 
known in the parochial schools.” 

NOLL. Such bosh. Civilizing education—the true kind—according to 


life,” which he explains to be: to wear good clothes, to keep hands, face 
and feet clean. Barbarism, as he would have it, is “to dress in sandals, 
cotton clothes and petate hats.” 

Contrasting Protestant and Catholic Mexican scltfoots, the superiority of 
the former is indisputable, because “thefr teachers make little cakes and 
candy, and instruct children in the manner of dressing.” We think Mr. 
Shoffner was very unfortunate in the example he chose to show how non- 
Catholic schools excel. We might remind him that the “cakes and candy 
and nice clothes” are offered by the Protestant sects more as baits to attract 
Mexican children to their schools than to “train them for life.” 

Now, what will Mr. Shoffner think when he learns that Mexican rule is 
not Catholic rule? By the law of July 12, 1869, Art. 1, “all property which 
under different titles has been administered by the clergy, becomes the 
property of the state.” By the law of December 4, 1874, Art. 4: “Religious 
Instruction. and the exercises of any form of religion are prohibited in all 
federal, state and municipal schools.” Theh does Mr. Shoffmer know that 
six-sevenths of the Mexican population is pure Indian or half-breeds? What 
would the civilization of the United States be if its population were con- 
stituted of Indians and mixed Indian? Does he know that 400 years ago the 
people of our country and those of Mexico were alike Indian, and that whilst 
the Red Man was exterminated here, he was let live in Mexico, christianized 
and civilized greatly, considering who he was? If he wishes to make a com- 
parison, let it be between the United States and some Catholic country, 
which had better material to work on,—gsay, France. 

SHOFFNER. Now, my dear Doctor, this is the best concrete example 
of the practical workings of the two systems we have been able to find 
recorded anywhere. You will find this as a reprint in the Nashville (Tenn.) 
“Banner” of September 23, 1913,—-said paper having shown such Romanized 
tendencies that it refused to publish the proceedings of the recent Crowley 
lectures in that city.
